Japanese Evacuating the Liao Tung- 
Peninsula— Resignation of Mem- 
' bers of Austrian Cabinet. 



Defeat of Cuban Insurgents by Gov- 
-.ernment Troops— Completion 



of U. S. Bond Contract. 



London, May 31.— Tho Times to- morrow 
will print a dispatch from Tien Tain, which 
saya that tha Japanese are rapidly evacuat- 
ing the Liao Tune; peninsula, and that tho 
movomontwill bo completed in ton days. 

Tho Vienna correspondent of tho Daily 
Nowo eaya that it is reported thore that the 
President and Promior of tho ministry for 
Austria has reaigued. 

W. E Curtis, assistant secretary of tho 
U.S. treasury, haa reaohod London to ar- 
ranga for the completion of tho bond con- 
tract. Ho called on some of tho subscribers 
to tho bond issue, and is awaiting further 
instructions from tho treasury department. 
Mr. Curtis said tho bonds aro now on the 
ocoan in charge of Mr. Logan Carlisle, ot 
tho troasury department. 

Tho annual review of tho garrison of Ber- 
lin took place yostorday on the Tempelhof 
Parade grounds. Tho Emperor, Empress, 
the young Princess and other members of 
the Imperial family, in addition to a num- 
ber of Royalties, wore present Tho Em- 
peror led the second regiment of Guards 
p»Bt the Empress and after delivering his 
usual criticism of tho army, His MajoBty 
rode at tho hoad of tho color company to tho 
csatlo. He was heartily oheered, 

In tho House of Commons to-day Sir 
William Haroourt, the government loader, 
replied to the attack on the government's 
foreign policy by Sir Ellis Ashmead-lUrt- 
letb, who has been an aotive ohamplon and 
defender of the Turkish government against 
ohargoB of atrocities in Armenia. Sir Wil- 
liam Harcourt admitted that the govern- 
ment was aoting oonjointly with Franco and 
Russia regarding Armenia, but denied that 
it had allied itself with theao powers as 
against Germany or othor leading nations. 
The government, ho said, desired to act in 
amity with all the powors. 

A dispatch roceivod at Madrid from Hav- 
ana says Col. Seamora, at the head of a de- 
tachment of 300 troops, found a number of 
insurgents occupying positions botween 
Plazuela and Rinoon do Caliento. An en- 
gagement followed and the troops coptured 
the insurgents' positions, the latter leaving 
four dead on tho field and carrying away 
tho wounded. The regiment of Isabella 
the Catholic name across 850 insurgents 
between Bayamo and Manztnillo. After an 
engagement which lasted an hour, the in- 
surgents were routed, loaving 15 dead ond 
8 wonnded on tho field, and they oarried 
away with them a number of wounded in- 
surgents. 

Advices (rom Moosh state that the resi- 
dence ocoupiod by tho French, British and 
Russian envoys there has been forcibly en- 
tered by Turkish gendarmes, who attempt- 
ed to arrest a Borvant of the envoys. They 
usod abunive language and were expelled 
with difficulty. This caused considerable 
excitement in diplomatic circles. Tho Brit- 
ish vice-consul was killod and tho British 
consul wounded. 

Tho Russian, Fronoh and British ambass- 
adors here have made representations to the 
Turkish government demanding prompt 
punishment for tho culprits, said to be 
Turkish gendarmes, who forcibly entered 
the residence occupiod • by the envoys of 
Russia, Franco and Great Britain at Moosh, 
usod abusive languago and attempted to ar- 
rest a servant of the onvoys. 



THE LOST " COLIN A." 

A Hundred and Eighty-Seven Persons Perish 
—Only !a few Known to Have 
Been Rescued. 

San FitA.scisco, May 31. — A ciphor mes- 
sago to a looal shipping firm, containing tho 
Btatomont of Third Oflicor Hanson, of the 
Colina, who was in chorgo of the boat 
pioied up, stated that 'about 11:15 Monday 
night, as tho ateamor wus about fifty milos 
from Manzanillo and between that port and 
Punta San Tolmo, on accident occurred to 
her machinery. HanBon had not time to 
investigate tho trouble, but boliovod that a 
boiler had burst. Tho vosboI sank rapidly. 
A Bceno of confusion ond wild disorder fol 
lowed. Ono boat wob lowered and five 
others swung out, bub so far as Hanson 
knows, tho boat he commanded was the 
only ono that got clear of tho Binking ship. 
Sho quickly foundond, and, to avoid auc- 
tion, Hansen's boat quickly pullod oloar, 
and, tho night being dark, it was impossible 
to toll whothor tho othor boats pulled away 
from tho wreck or not. As tho passengers 
were all asleop, Hanson fears that few es- 
caped from tho rapidly filling steamer. 

Tho Colina, apparently a total loss, lies 
at tho bottom about thirty milos below 
Mari/.inillo, beside tho coral reef which 
stovo in tho vessel. Tho stoamer hod on 
board $100,000 in Mexican money shipped 
from Mazatlan and Insured by Eahuerf grin 
Bros. Tho Moxican steamer Romoro Pubco 
haa been sent to hunt for passengers. It has 
roturnod giving information of saving at 
Coahuaiana three cabin and two other pas- 
Bongors. Tho aavod paasongora have boon 
taken to Baraoouta. 

City of Mexico, May 30. — It is now 7 
p.m. and not a singlo press dispatch haa 
boen received nvor tho govornmont wires 
frrm Mauzinillo. Tho gist of tho official 
dispatches received up to this dato is aa fol- 
lows : At i b*ut 8 o'olook on tho morning of 
tho'27' h , In latitude 18.38 north and longi- 
tuco 1 04 14 wo8t, tho Colina struck a power- 
ful soermg wind, was driven on a coral roof 
and sunk with a largo holo stovo in hor aide 
nour the hoiv. Captain J. F. Taylor, after 
displaying masterly skill in tho management 
of his ship, wur killed by u falling mast. The 
first pilot and first onginoer wore also killod 
and aoon af'or the boat struck sho went 
down in 430 fathoms of wator. Nearly 
9,4 hours later tho coast lino steamor 
Son Juan passed along and pickod up six- 
teen survivors and oarried them into port. 
Five others swam ashoro and fivo more, 
throo oabin and two saloon passengors, were 
subsequently rescued by tho government 
boat sent out by the Pacifio Mail oompany'e 
agent at Manztnillo. Ono hundred and 
eighty-seven passengers are known to bo 
drowned and 20 saved. Tho names of tho 



five paasongora rescued by the government 
boat are not yot learned. 

'1 he department of war has ordered the 
frigate Oixaoa. with a complete wreokiog 
outfit, to proceed from Mazktlan to the 
soone of the disaster to seo what can bo done 
In the way of salvage and render any assis- 
tance necessary. The resuued will bo sont 
North as soon as possible and 17 have al- 
roady taken passago for San Franoisoo. Tho 
accidonb is the moat frightful in its loss of 
life whioh haa ever ocourrod in Mexican 
waters, and the Colina is a complete loss 
unless some of the cargo oan be recovered 
by the divers, whioh will probably bo at- 
tempted. 

WILHELM AND THE GUARDS. 

The Kaiser Recalls Old Victories mid Kxhorts 
the Men to Live Up to Their 
Traditions. 

Berlin, May 31.— Tho Kreuz Zeltung 
to-day says that tho Emperor William, after 
roviewing tho Guards on tho Tempelhof 
parade grounds, addrosaed thejr, aB follows : 
" Comrados and Fusiliers : — The 29;h of 
May is a day nevor to bo forgotten. Seven 
yoara ago I led your brigade before tho Em- 
peror Frederick at Charlottenburg. Those 
wero the only soldiors ever inspected by my 
fathor of blossod momory. You should never 
forgot that day. Tho prosont generation 
will recolloot the high honor thuB psrpotu- 
ated in tho brigade. I have determined 
to pass this day in your company and trust 
that you, by your demeanour, service and 
faithful porformanoo of duty, will prove 
yourselves good soldiers. Bo mindful of 
tho victorious struggles of twenty five years 
ago. At that time this brigade oapooially 
distinguished itself and sealed its dovotion 
to the Fatherland with its blood. In the 
same manner you have seen how tho enemy 
is assailed, driven from its position and 
thrown to the ground. In tho remembrance 
of this day I bestow upon your colors the 
collar of tho Hohenzoltern family order." 



THE JEDDAH OUTRAGE. 



If Turkey is Unable to Chastize the 
Offenders the Powers 
Must Do So. 



Further Particulars of the Affair- 
British Warships Sent to Pro- 
tect Foreigners. 



London, May 31. — The Daily News has 
an editorial this morning commenting upon 
the recent incidents at Jeddah, Moush and 
Boyrout, involving assaults upon representa- 
tives of the Christian powers by the Moham- 
medan residents. The editorial sayB : " It 
is not too muoh to say that there are many 
signs of a holy war against all Christian 
communities and all Christian rights what- 
soever in the Turkish Empire. The powers 
represented on the Armenian commission 
oannot possibly mistake its oharaoter. 
Armenia was probably never nearer to com- 
plete and final delivery than at this hour. 

The Times also comments on the Sultan's 
delay in accopting the Armenian scheme of 
reform, and calls him the great interna- 
tional Mioawber. The Times contends that 
the delay, besides serving to add fuel to the 
anti-Turkish agitation in Europe, stimulates 
the anti-Christian spirit in Turkey. The 
Jeddah and Moosh outrages prove that the 
old fanatical temper of Islam is not extinot 
and may readily lead to deeds for which ex- 
emplary reparation will hove to be exaoted. 
Tho folly, zeal or savagery of any local 
leader or local rabble might cause an out- 
break of anti-Chjlatian fury which tho au- 
thorities would bo impotent to stay. It is 
for the Sultan's counsellors to consider what 
the consequences of such an outbreak might 
bo. If the Sultan ia unable to secure the 
speedy punishment of the ofTonders at Jed- 
dah and MooBh we may ourselves be com- 
pelled to chastize tho offenders. 

A dlspatoh from Jeddah Bays tho follow- 
ing furthor particulars have lieon obtained 
ol tho assassination of the British vice-con- 
sul hero and the wounding of tho other 
foreign consular cfficials : Mr. W. S. 
Richardson, British consul, and M. Dorville, 
secretary of the French consulate, wero tak- 
ing a walk together near this town when, 
apparently without any provocation, they 
wero assailed by eight Bedouin Arabs. Tho 
British vico consul was so badly wounded 
that ho expired ten minutos after. Mr. 
Richardson was also badly wounded. Mr. 
Brandt had his jaw broken and his nose 
shot away. Dorville olono escaped sorloua 
injury. Tho recovery of MeBsra. Richardson 
and Brandt is doubtful. Fifteen arrests 
wero mado and groat excitement provails, 
intensified by tho fact that several British 
warships aro oxpooted shortly to inquire in- 
to tho outrago and inoiat on tho punishment 
of tho offenders. A dlspatoh from Constan- 
tinople says threo Britiah warships hove 
boon ordered to Joddah with instructions 
to protect tho Uvea of foreigners and inves- 
tigate into the killing of tho British vico- 
conaul and tho wounding of tho othor con- 
sular officers. Lator reports from tho phy- 
sioiana in attendance on the wounded offi- 
cers show that Dorville is more seriously 
wounded than waa expected and lb ia fonrod 
ho will dlo.

No Danger of Floods on the Fraser- 
Sensational Scene at Van- 
couver Assizes, 



Rick Developments in the Mining Be 
gion— Nelson Hydraulic Works 
in Fnll Progress.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, May :fl.— The telegraph 
wiro wont down and rendered it impossible 
to send the verdict in the Bites case and 
other matter. 

The vital statistics for May are as fol 
lows : Births, 27 ; deaths, 12 ; marriages, 
10. 

The perjury oase arising out of tho Lash 
brook-Sexsmith trial is in progress at the 
police oourt. 

The close of the Bates feigned marriage 
trial was dramatic Tho jury retired at 
5:30 and returned at U in the evening. 
Bates had been taking medioine all day, and 
a dootor was in attendance to keep him 
from again oollapaing. When the jury re- 
turned Into court be was sitting bent 
over and trembling liko an aspen 
leaf. When tho foreman announced 
ten for acquittal and two for guilty 
Bates reeled in the witness box and fell 
violently to the floor, being seized with an 
epileptic tit, the eighth attack since his ar- 
rest. The jury wore sent back to reconsider 
their verdict and the oourt was cleared. At 
8 o'olook tho doors wore again thrown open 
and in ton minutes the place was densely 
packod. BatoB was Btill writhing on tho 
floor with a red handkerchief tied around 
his head, his garments disarranged and his 
eyes wido open staring into vacancy. Tho 
law requirod him to bo thero to 
hear the verdict but ho was be- 
yond comprehending its import. 
Tho interest was intense when the jury 
again tiled in and were asked for thoir 
verdict. One still held out, and tho foreman 
said it looked as if they would not be able 
to agree. Justice Bolo then delivered an 
eloquent address, and in tivo minutes tho 
jury roturnod with a verdict of not guilty, 
Juryman Sentoll rising to explain that be 
gave the prisoner tho benefit of a very vague 
doubt, though he believed him guilty, but 
mercy and tho vague doubt had induced him 
to yield. 

Lobb, who recently hold up tho orew of 
Sansom's police boat in Northern waters, 
has become a raving manlao, and Mr, 
Moresby has wired to Ottawa to have him 
taken at once to the asylum.

The olaim is owned by Eastorn capitalists, 

Tho Mascot and Mascot Fraction were 
sold on Monday to A. Sternborgor, of Jack' 
son, Ohio. Tho price was a good one, and 
the deal for praotioally a cash consideration. 

For some time a steady Btream of prospec- 
tors has been going into tho country east of 
the R E. Lee and Maid of Erin, the claims 
banded to John M. Burke and Senator J. L 
Wilson for §36.000. But littlo attention 
had been drawn to this section until tho 
opening up of an enormous body of ore on 
tho St. Mary. Tho most important claims, 
bo far as krown, Ho in dlreot line easterly 
from tho R. E. Loo and Maid of Erin. The 
ground to the east of these claims is staked 
off for at least two miles, and on eaoh and 
every ono of the mineral olaimB there is a 
bona fide discovery of gold bearing oro, 
some of thorn not surpaesad by anything in 
the district.

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HOSTILITIES IN FORMOSA. 

Russia AgrceB Under Certuin Contingencies 
to Protect Korea-Japanese Cruisers 
Arrive ut TaiuBut. 

London, May 31.— AdvlcoB from Hong- 
kong utato that hostilities have commenced 
In Formosa. Private advices have been re. 
ceived to tho effeot that tho Japanese are 
bombarding Keetune, in the extreme north 
of Formosa. It is believed that tho bom- 
bardment is being carried on by the fleet of 
the Japanese now euppoBed to be at Bea in 
the vicinity of Tamsul.- 

Tho Times publishes a dispatoh from 
Hongkong givitg details regarding the 
trouble on the island of Formosa. They 
■how that the action which resulted in tho 
island declaring itself a ispublic was 
promoted by the Chang Tong party 
at opposed to the Li family ; Gon. Tcheng 
has boon appointed foreign mlnistor ana 
Kuh 8ing Kuk, the originator of the move- 
ment, has beon superseded by Tang. Dis- 
sonsionB have already occurred and the com- 
mon pooplo, it is stated, regard tho doolara- 
tlon of tho republio as an official dodge. H. 
B. Morse, commissioner of customs at Tarn- 
sui, Island of Formosa, has rofuaed to recog- 
nise tho republican flue, and the German 
codbuI at Tameui, addressing Tang us gov- 
ernor of tho iBland, protosted u^ainut closing 
tho port of TamBul with torpedoeB in time 
of peuco. 

Five Japineso warships arrived at Tameui 
on May '2(i and took souodingo In tho harbor 
without b-;int; molested by the garrison of 
the (Jhinoee (ort. Ooly a portion of the sol 
diors support the republic. Prior to tho do 
claration of the republic it ia Btated that a 
French cruiser visited Tamsui and two of 
her cffijiTs hud a sccrot interview with 
Tang. No importance, however, ia attached 
to this fact. 

A potition has boon forwarded to Pekln 
from .South China, praying tho Emperor to 
introduce constitutional reforms, to remove 
inc-ipablo officials, to abolish the pig-tail 
and foot binding and to allow freedom of 
Bpeeoh and of the press. Briefly, the peti- 
tion advocatos a reform on WeBtorn lines. 

The Emperor has returned to Tokio from 
Hiroshima, whore ho was accorded a 
triumphant welcome. The Btroots were pro- 
fusely decorated and tho entbuBiaBm was in- 
tenne. 

Tho correspondent of the Daily Nowa at 
Vienna telegraphs to that paper a report 
that tho Korean Premier has negotiated a 
treaty with tho RuBsiam Ambassador 
whereby RueBia agrees to protect Korea in 
certain emergencies. ''Korea would bo- 
come Russia's protego," tho correspondent 
continues, " without losing her independ- 
ence. Trio King of Korea refueoa to sanc- 
tion the treaty. Jap^n threatens to recall 
her roprei em a'.ive from Sooul if the treaty 
ia Bunutlonod. Tho croaty contains two 
clauses. I am informed that China has 
given Russia a conditional permission to 
oross the Chinese frontier at, any time tho 
Chinese or Tartars molest the Russian work- 
men employod on the trans Siberian railway. 
ThiB may explain tho reported invasion of 
Manchuria." 



DIED OP HARD USAGE. 

An Ontario Magistrate Abused by People 
Whom He Had 1'unlshed Succumbs 
Under His IlitreaUnent. 

Toronto, M»y 31. — (Special)— News of 
what may develop into a very seriont mat- 
ter for those concerned comes from Atwood, 
Perth oounty. James Wilson, a justice of 
the peace at that place, had been rather 
severe In dealing with a number of cjsss of 
late, and the young men interested consider 
they have received very hard and unjust 
treatment. On Monday evening laat at the 
conclusion of the trial of one case the young 
men managed to get the magistrate under 
the influence of liquor and prooeeded to en- 
joy themselves at his expense. After muoh 
buffeting and rough usage they huBtled him 
to a sawdust heap and buried him. He was 
then resurrected and plaoed in a large ket- 
tle and oarrled about town, the kettle and 
its occupant boing frequently dropped to 
the gronnd and relied about. In the end ho 
was carried to Mb own placo and dumped on 
tho lawn and left in an exhausted condition. 
He remained there all night, and was car- 
ried into his house nexb morning. He died 
from the effeotaof his hard usage later on in 
the day. No proceedings have beon taken 
in the matter as yet.

I was BBked what 
I could supply and ran over my bill of faro 
from whloh tho gentlomen made their selec- 
tions. Tho broakfaat served consisted of 
porridge and milk, ham and egge, coffee, 
plain bread toast, and canned blackberries 
and cream. I asked my guests if I could get 
thorn anything more, and they assured mo 
that thero was nothing else they desired — 
the butter waa dolicious and the cream so 
good ! How did I put up thoso blackber- 
ries ? They were simply exijuisito .' 

Tho day's outing over, my two guests re- 
turned to tho houoo aud ordored tea imme- 
diately. It waa prepared for them and 
promptly aorved, consisting of bread and 
butter, tea, and canned chorriop — also somo 
more of tho blackberries in rosponso to my 
guoBl's " Cawnt you get us aomo more of 
thoso blaokborriea and cream— they are ex- 
ceedingly nice ? " 

Everything thus far had been O. K , but 
now oomoa tho mone'ary consideration. 
How much was tho bill ! Two dollarB and 
a half ! Ttvo dollara and u half? Why, 
what for ? I explain : SI. 00 for breakfast 
for two, 75 cents for tea, . r )0 cents for tho 
horses, and '25 ceniB for ono bottlo of beer. 
I made no chargo for a boerglias borrowod 
to take to tbo atream but nut returned, nor 
for refreshments (R and S. In a largo glaat) 
sorvod over the ■ r to Mr. Senile's triend 
but not yet set 1 1. • i lor. Tnen the faces that 
wero all smiles btforo wero clou led — timea 
worn hard and they didn't havo much money 
with them — had forgotten a ohtquo. Could- 
n't I lot ono dollar go for one yoar'a sub- 
scription to tho Piovince newspaper? I 
consnntod to tako the paper.

A CAMPAIGN OF EDUCATION. 

The curroncy agitation is proceeding at a 
lively rato in the United States. Conv 
tiona are being held at which eminent mon 
doliver spoeclios that are intended for not 
only the audiences to whom thoy are ad- 
dressed, but for, the people of the wholo of 
the United States. The ono held at Mom- 
phia waB moab encouraging to the sound 
money party. It was attended by more 
than a thousand delegates. The platform 
on which they agreed is spoken of in tho 
very highest torms by the New York Times. 
Thia ia what it says : 

It rooognizss the imperative need of a 
uniform and stablo standard of value, and 
the faot that the gold standard t ia tho only 
one that fulfills that condition, and it repu- 
diates all attempts by our (iovernmonb to 
eatablisb any other standard. \N hile ex- 
pressing the|desiro of the oouvontion fer a 
bimetallism that shall not impair the per- 
foot stability of tho curroncy, it doolares 
that that can bo obtained only by interna- 
tional agreement. In the meantimo it en- 
dorses the device of withdrawing all forms 
of money in denominations of less than ten 
dollars in ordor that the uao thus provided 
for silver coin and certificates may make it 
easier to keep them at par with gold. Tho 
influence of the movomen; thus begun for 
Bound money ia necessarily groat and it will 
stoadily grow. Tho delegates are of a class 
whoso viowB will havo great weight with 
all other olusaes. For tho first time the 
theorists, demagoguos, and fanatics of the 
Bilver inflation party will bo forced to faco 
an organized opposition to the aproad of 
their notions, and one that will in the end 
overcome them. 

Secretary Carlisle addroasod thia conven- 
tion. Hia apooch ia very highly commended 
by thoao whoso views it expreaBod, and tho 
worat thing that the Secretary's opponontB 
can aay of It and him ia that he was not 
always of tho same mind on tho currency 
quosblon aa ho is now. Tho Memphis con- 
vention la important, aa it indicates tho 
viowB of tho South on tho silver quoation. 
It appears that on this quoation tho South 
ia, aa it la on some othora of minor import- 
ance, Bolid. 

The President haB written another letter, 
declining tho invitation to actuod the annual 
banquet of tho Democratic Editorial Asaooia- 
blon. Tho money question ia roally tho sub- 
jeot of thia lot'or. Ho deals with it in his 
usual courageous and forcible manner. It 
omnot ba said of Mr. Clovoland that ho ia 
afraid to express his views on any great quoa- 
tion that tho peoplo of tho Unitod Statoa 
aru oalled upon to consider. He does not 
allow o-lquotto or even considerations of 
oliislal propriety to stand in the way of hia 
giving full and froo oxpressiou to his views. 
Ho makes no protonco of being neutral, of 
holding tho Bualoa between tho contending 
parties. Ho takes a side without any ap- 
parent hoaitation, and promptly places him- 
self at tho head of tho men who thinka as ho 
dooa on tho subjoob under consideration. 
Ho did thia in tho trade controversy, ho 
did this in tho matter of tho repeal of the 
Shorman law, and ho is doing this on the 
question of the unrestricted coinage of 
silver. In his lottor to tho editors tho|Pro- 
aident declares hiniBelf oppoaod to " tho froo, 
unlimited and independent coinage of silver 
by tho Government at a ratio which will add 
to our accumulation of unrostrainod millions 
of so-called dollars intrinsically worth half 
the amount they ptirporj to roprosonb 
with no provialon to mako good thia defi- 
ciency in valuo." 

Tho advocitos of froo silver aro, of course, 
nob idle. Thoy aro holding conventions, 
making spooohoa, publishing pamphlets, and 
writing artiolts in favor of thoir viowa. A 
glanoo at tho Amorioan nowapapera ehowa 
that the campaign of eduoation which wus 
promised a little whllo ago has now com- 
monood and ia progressing vigorously. 
Wo Canadians osunot afford to look on 
with indlfforonco at thia ourrenov oontost. 
Our Interests aro to a oortain oxtent in- 
volved in it. If tho peoplo of the United 
Statoa make a mlatako and ohooao tho wrong 
monoy standard, and if their business is 
thrown into conf UBlon by that ohoico, we will 



THE RIGHT PLACE. 

Tho Canadian Gnzjtto (London) of the 
Kith instant says : 

It ia, we are told, quite understood in 
Nationalist oirclea that Mr. Blake intends to 
retire from tho Hritish Parliament at tho 
and of the present session When similar 
reports wero in oiroulation some montha ago 
Mr. Blake told hia supporters in South 
Longford that if he woro re nominated he 
would cortainly stand for re-elootion, but 
he folt that his family ties in Canada, whero 
hia home still was, would nob allow of his 
devoting bo much time aa heretofore to at 
tendance at Weatmlnator. Mr. Blako, it ia 
Interesting to noto, has during his Bervico in 
tho Imperial Parliamont gained a foremost 
plaoe as advocate beforo the Judicial Com 
mitteo of the Privy Council. It may for 
this, if for no other reason, ba doub:ed if 
there Is good ground for tho suggestion 
which has created some excitemont in Cana 
da 1 hit Mr. Blake contemplates re-entry 
into political life at Ottawa. 

No one who 1b at all acquainted • with Mr 
Blake will bs in tho loasb surprised to find 
that ho and the Irish Home Rulors did not 
get along very well together. Mr. Blake is 
not in tho least " morourial," and bo Is not 
tolerant of clamorous agitation. Ho ia in- 
tellectually fastidious and tho mothodB of 
tho Home Rulers ixs a class muat bo distress- 
ing to him. And tho great majority of tho 
Irish members must havo found Mr. Blako 
most uncongenial. It is aaid that they dis- 
liko him heartily, which is nob surprising, 
for thoy have very little in common. 

It is pretty evident by this time that a par- 
liamentary career is not eulted to Mr. Blake's 
temperament and abilltiea. Ho haa not boen 
succoeaful in either tho Imperial or tho Can- 
adian Parliament, but ho has beon success- 
ful as a lawyer and would certainly make a 
good judge. He would, without doubt, 
be a moab useful membor of tho Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council, and the 
great probability is that if a Canadian iB 
appointed to that high position tho Hon. 
Edward Blako will bo tho man. 



A DESPONDENT PARTY. 



The Hritish Liberala aro despondent. 
They aoe now very oloarly that tho country 
ia not with them. The certainty of defeat 
when they appeal to tho peoplo stares them 
in the face. The reault of the bye-elections 
haa groatly discouraged them. Thoy have 
lost some seatB and they have carried othera 
by considerably diminished majorities. 
"Looking roughly," says the Times, " at 
tho olectoral returns, it appears that whoro- 
as at tho general eleotion of 1802 tho votes 
recorded for tho Gladatonian candidates in 
ton constituencies which have been contested 
ainco the close of tho last session of Parlia- 
mont showed a majority of Bomo oloven hun- 
dred against the UnioniatB, the difference is 
now Bevonteon hundred the other way. 
The aggregate vote on tho Unionist aido hua 
largely increased, while the Liberal vote, on 
a heavior total poll, haB slightly dimin- 
ished." 

Whenthegaina and losses aro counted 
the reault of the late byo-oleotlona aoema to 
ua atill more disheartening : " Eleven Beats 
In all have been fought for in 
Great Bribain aince Lord Roso- 
bery'a impaBaioned appeal for popular 
support in a revolutionary policy he did 
not take tho trouble to define. Of these 
four— Forfarahire, Brigg, Mid-Norfolk and 
Walworth — have been won by tho UnioniBta, 
whilo thoy havo lost only Colchester, and 
that under conditions which preclude tho 
necessity for any explanation." 

Then the Liberals are very far indoed 
from being a happy family. Tho Irish con- 
tingent is divided and sonic of its members 
are in opon revolt against tho Government. 
Tho zottl of British Liberals for Home Rule 
for Ireland haB almoBt completely subsided. 
They vote with somo of tho Irish members 
aa a party nocessity, but moat of them aro 
ovidently of tho opinion that tho soonor 
thoy and thoir party uro relieved of that 
necessity tho bettor for thorn individually 
and for tho party as a whole. Somo of the 
Liberals oxprosa themselvoB anxious to go to 
tho country as Boon as possible, eo that thoy 
may kuow tho worst. Thoy aro prepared to 
go into opposition choorfully. Thoy aro 
sick and tirod of boing at the beck and call 
of tho Homo Rulors.

It will be seen from this that a boglnning 
bus been made, that something has been 
done ; and the indications aro that tho peo- 
ple of England will nob pormlb their Govern- 
ment to be dilatory in this matter — that ia 
if it ia inclined to bo so. Thoy aro evidently 
in no humor to pormib any moro dawdling 
in thia Armenian business, and us tho eleo- 
tion ia at hand, tho Government will natur- 
ally be inallned to tako such aation with re- 
gard to Armenia as will recommend them to 
the electors. Tho Govornmont cannot afford 
to bo moro unpopular than it iB. Indiffer- 
ence to tho sufferings if the Armeniana 
would completely discredit it in the con- 
stituencies. A bold and an energetic policy 
with respect to Turkey and Armonla might 
do a very groab deal to roinatato the Lib- 
erala in tho oatoom of tho people. 

LET THEM ALONE. 

Tho Quoboa Morning Chroniolo is ovidont- 
ly Borry to see Newfoundland drifting from 
tho Dominion again. It is oloarly of 
opinion that Canuda Bhould tako tho "old 
colony " In tow, even on hard terms. It 
says : 

There is a growing impression that tho 
Newfoundland question must be re-opened. 
And ib buB boen Buggestod that at the noxt 
parley, Great Britain bo allowed a represen- 
tative Tho British Empire is deeply con- 
cerned in tho fated Newfoundland, and tho 
Imporial Government is very keen to havo 
tho Island beoome a Provinoe c f Canada. 
Tho Island is rich in resources, but ib has 
gravo responsibilities of a material charao 
tor to moot. Whilo Canada is in no position 
to asoumo extraordinary burdens, yet it 
must deal moro liberally with Newfound- 
land than it has thus far proposed. Canada's 
atatoBmon think that they havo offered to 
make sacrifices of great moment to New- 
foundland, In ordor to get hor to join forces 
with the Dominion. Porhapa thoy havo 
done io, but ul! tho same, wo might do more 
to help a weak sister out of a serious trouble. 

Ib strikes ub foraibly that any display 
of anxiety on tho part tf Canadians to 
socuro Newfoundland to tho Dominion will 
be likely to defoat its own object. Tho 
Nowfoundlandora, bosidea having an over- 
weoning idea of their own importance, aro 
ridiculously Buspicious. They imagine that 
their country would bo of vory great 
value to tho Dominion and they oonclude 
thot thiB opinion is the correct one, else 
why are tho Canadians so vory eager to por- 
auado tho pooplo of Newfoundland to como 
into the Dominion '! If they did not expect 
that the union with Newfoundland would be 
a vory great advantage to thorn why would 
thoy be so very desirous to havo it aa a 
provlnco of tho confederation ? Soeing the 
Canadians bo eager to oomo to terma thoy 
hold off In tho hopo of boing able to drivo a 
hard barguin. 

The auggeation that Groat Britain should 
be repreaented in the negotiations between 
tho two oolonies is, in our opinion, vory far 
from being a good ono. Suoh a course would 
cauao tho Now foundlandera at onco to sub- 
pact unduo Inlluonce was being UBod to drivo 
them into confederation. Great Britain 
hold aloof when the other colonies, British 
Columbia and Princo Edward Island, woro 
bargaining for union, and why Bhould it in- 
torfero io tho negotiations botwoon the Do- 
minion and Newfoundland ? Ib would bo 
represented that the confederates had some 
sinister design in thus invoking tho aid of 
tho Mother Country, and tho Newfound- 
land unti-confederatoa would becomo moro 
impracticable than ever. Tho beat plan 
will be to leave tho Nowfoundlandora 
Bevoroly alone. If they will not join tho 
Dominion on reasonable terms, lot thorn re- 
main out in tho cold. They are shivering 
pretty badly now. Thoy need the shelter 
which tho Dominion is prepared to give 
them, and if they aro allowed to keep on 
ahiverlng thoy will be glad bofore very 
long to got undor Canada's loo on almost 
any terms. And after all thoro is really no 
hurry. Canada can do far bettor without 
Newfoundland than Newfoundland oan do 
without Canada. This tho people of that 
olony will find out beforo very long, and 
thon thoy will bo preparod to liBton to 
reasonable terms of union.

Tho Duke of Argyll, it turna out, was 
slightly iu error whon ho said that tho 
Treaty Powors hud nogloctod their duty 
with roapoot to tho mattor of protecting tho 
Armenians. Those powora have, though 
late, boon beatirrlng thomaolvea. Tho 
British, French and Ruaaiun ambasaadors 
havo drawn up a schonio of reforms for Ar- 
monla and preaontod ib to tho Sultan with 
a request, for a roply ua aoon as possible. 
The Turkish Govornmont is not very 
prompt, and It hates bo bo hurrlod. Bub if 
tho ambassadors of tho powors wo havo 
named aro in oarnest and havo uotod in such 
a way aB to ahow tho Sultan that thoy mean 
what thoy say tho Sultan will nob bo long 
in oonBldoring tho reply to mako to their 
request. It Ib said that the Bohemo pro- 
sonted Is bisod generally on tho laws and 
regulations already existing in Turkey. 
"Ib is recommended, "says the oorroapondont 
of tho London Timoa, " that one-third of tho 
ollioiala in tho Armenian provinaea ehull bo 
Christiana, that the powers shall havo tho 
right to voto tho nomination of govornors, 
and that a High CommiaBlonor (nob a 
Europoan) shall euporviao tho oarrying out 
of roforma, and romuln in offioo until they 
are accomplished.

At tho UBual meeting of tho Sir William 
Wallace Society last night Mr. John Simp- 
son, M.A , dolivored an interesting mldrose 
on " The Future of Canada." The Biibject 
was, he said, of great importance, not only 
to the people of this country, but aho to the 
people of tho Uritieh Empire. Three 
courses wero open to Canada — first, annexa- 
tion to tho Unitod States ; aocond, inde- 
pendence ; third, a continuation of our pro- 
sent position. The first he considered 
highly undesirable, tho aocond was practic- 
ally Canada's position at present, and third. 
Imperial federation waa the groat thing to 
be secured. A vote of chunks waa paaaed to 
the speaker and tho members then spent a 
pleasant Booial titno. The next lecture will 
be by Rev. Dr. Campbell on " Tho Unity of 
tho Human Raoe." 

The appoal on the part of defendant from 
the judgment of Judgo Harrison at Nanat- 
mo In the Confederation Life v. T. R. E 
Mclnnoa was heard beforo Justices Mc- 
Croight and Drake in tho Supreme court 
yesterday. Tho plaintiffs Buod defendant to 
recover$129.86, tho amount of two premium 
notes, each for half, given to plaintiffs by 
defendant on his application for lnruranoe. 
Both notes wore dated Sept. 1, 1893, one 
payable !J0 days after date, the other pay- 
able five months after date, if the applica- 
tion was accepted. The application was ac- 
cepted, but the policy when received in 
September was objected to by plaintiff aa 
not correot in the description of his resid- 
ence, and was sent back to Toronto for al 
teration. Subsequently, when the policy 
waa presented to dtfandant, ho Baid ho 
would not be able to pay tho notes for six or 
eight months and roturnod the policy, and 
at tho same timo took a rocoipb from tho 
general agent for tho policy returned. 
Tho head office of the company in 
Toronto refused to receive back the 
policy and aued on tho notp.B aftor thoy bo- 
camo duo. Defendant tot up that as tho 
policy waa not deliverod to him on Septem- 
ber 1 ho was not llablo, and further that tho 
taking of the receipt from tho agonfc and 
promising to tako out a new polioy conatlt 
utetl a new contract and actod by way of 
accord with and satisfaction of tho original 
agreement. Judgo Harrison gave judgment 
'or plaintiffs for tho amount (t the notes and 
interest. According to tho oonditionB of the 
ugreomcnt whioh defendant mado with tho 
oompany ono of tho terms was that ogonte 
woro not authorized to make, alter or dis- 
charge contracts or waive forfeitures. From 
this defendant appealed. Tho court yester- 
day dismissed tho appeal with costs, with- 
out colling on plaintiffs' counsel, Mr. L. 
CroaRo for tho dofendant (appollant) ; Mr. 
A. E, Mcl'hlllipa for plaintiffa (respond- 
ents)

Two men, Taylor and Mltcboll, wore put 
on brinl at tho assizos yostorday before Mr. 
Juatico Wttlkem on a charge of breaking 
and entering tho Gordon hotel on Johnson 
street on May 23. Mr. A. G. Smith ap- 
peared for the Crown, tho priBonerB con- 
ducting thoir own d( fence. 

Tho evidence, which was vory short, wub 
in effeot that Taylor, boing unablo to pay 
tho rent for hia room at the Gordon hotol, 
Ross J. Ferguson, tho hotol proprietor, ob 
BBCurity retained Taylor's clothes. On May 
23 Taylor uppllod to Ferguson to havo his 
olfectB released, Ferguson rofuaing in the ab 
hc-uco of other aoourity. Taylor then gob 
Miboholl to climb up at tho hick of tho 
hotel, force open a window, and entering 
tho hou8e to throw down to Taylor some of 
the clothes. 

Both prisoners admitted taking tho 
olothoH, Taylor aaylng in extenuation that 
he only wanted a suit so that ho could have 
decent clothes to go to work as a burkeepor. 
Mitchell said he wished to oblige Taylor. 

The breaking into the hotol being proved 
beyond doubt, the jury brought in a verdiot 
of guilty. 

Hia Lordship in passing sontenco im- 
pressed upon the prisoners the serions na- 
ture! of tho offenco, but gavo them the beno- 
fib of extenuating oiroumatancoB, and Bon- 
tonced each prisoner to aix months' impri- 
sonment with hard labor. 

Lee Heng Yung, oharged with keeping a 
gaming house, failing to appear a bench 
warrant for his arrest waa issued and his 
bondBmon ordered to bo notifiod. Vung is 
out on $5u0 bail. Hia bondsmen in the 
afternoon appoared and were informed that 
if Yung waa not forthcoming by tho ond of 
tho ues ze his bail would be osetroated. 

John Cook, charged wlto keoping a gam- 
ing houee at tho Beehive saloon in January 
last, pleaded not guilty. The crown was 
represented by Mr. Smith, and Mr. Archer 
Martin appeared for tho defence, 

In opening the ease Mr. Smith gavo a very 
comprehonBivo idea of blackjack, the game 
of chance that defendant was charged with 
having allowod to bo playod in his saloon. 

Constable Perdue saw blackjack played 
in tho Beehive on the night of January — 1. 
Ho aaw money bet and paid ovor aa the re- 
sult of tho play. Ho described blackjack, 
stating that money is hot in tho game bo- 
foro the cardB are dealt. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Martin, witneaa 
said ho considered thub a skilled man at 
cards would havo an advantage ovor un un- 
skilled ono in playing blackjack, as tho 
formor would be better able to keep tho run 
of the cards. 

Win. Sowden and throo othor witneasoa 
stated that they had playod at blackjack in 
the reading room of tho saloon ; thoy had 
not gono thoro for the purpose of gambling 
and had only playod for vory email stakos. 
Thoy lookod upon blackjack aa requiring 
skill to play, the dealer having no advan- 
tage. 

In hia address to the jury Mr. Smith 
argued that undoubtedly tho game was ono 
where ohanco waB a largo olemont, and there- 
fore ib camo undor bho description of gaming 
aa eot forth in tho code. 

Mr. Martin on the othor hand hold that 
tho garrlo was ono of skill, that in any event 
tho game was not unlawful unless played for 
an oxcosaivo Btake, and that thoro was no 
ovidence to show that it was othor than a 
friondly gamo of cards, tho playorB not 
roaorting to tho placo for gambling. 

His Lordship having mado his charge, and 
tho jury having retired, Mr, Martin for tho 
defence gavo notice that in the ovent of an 
unfavorable verdict ho would ask tho court 
to resorvo a caao for uppeal on tho following 
points : 

That no game was unlawful unlosa played 
ab an excessive atuko ; that thoro wbb no 
evidence of the room being kept for gaming; 
that there was no evidence that pooplo ru- 
sortod to the saloon for tho purposo of gam- 
ing ; that the bank was not kept by ono or 
more of tho playors exclusive of tho othors, 
and that tho chances woro aliko for all tho 
playors. 

The jury brought in a verdiot of guilty. 

When tho caooof John Macdonnoll, oharg- 
od with keeping a gaming houso, waB oallod 
Mr. Smith, for tho Crown, Btatod thab ono 
of tho principal witnoaaos for tho prosecu- 
tion, tho man who had in tho first placo laid 
tho information, had diaappoared a fow daya 
ago and could not bo found, However, aa 
thero wore other Chinese witnesses, and to 
put off tho trial till next obsIz i might roBult 
in thoir not br ing forthcoming, it waB deem- 
ed advisab'o to procood. 

Mr. Powell appoared for tho dofonco. 

Ah Sing was the firat witness. One timo 
ho and Ah Hoon woro at 41 J Fifgard street, 
ft'id Ah Hoon lost some money at fun tan,

ORNAMENTAL MOLD CROCHET. 



It Ih Popular For DecoratI 

Directions For Making a Oughloil. 

Mold crochet is extensively used for 
decorative purposes. It is seen in orna- 
mental mats for U10 table or mantel; in 
mantel drapories, lambrequins, table 
spreads, tidies, and in fact, may bo used 
in snch a variety of ways that to givo a

fall list of them would require more 
Bptuio than can bo given to the purpose. 
Molds that are made of celluloid may be 
nsed for any article that is to occasion- 
ally undergo the laundry process, :md in 
combination with cream colored scrim 
and cream linen thread or crochet cotton 
or silk form very durable borders or 
mats. Occasionally molds are used in 
applique embroidery, in which event 
they are covered by as fine buttonhole 
stitch before they are arranged in the 
design, and are then caught down by 
invisible or fancy stitches as preferred. 

Numbered with other pleasing ex- 
amples of crochet, described and illus- 
trated by The Delineator, is a hairpin 
puahion in mold crochet. Four oval 
molds and and one round ouo will be 
needed in making this cushion. Cover 
each with singlo crochets in crochet silk, 
and fill in each center with a network 
ruado by crossing silk threads at right 
angles. Then with double crochets make 
a little bag under the round or top mold 
and fill it with curled hair, such as is 
nsed in making mattresses. Noxt fasten 
this to tho oval molds so that the latter 
will support it as seen in the engraving. 
Cover a bit of cardboard with silk, satin 
or velvet and edgo it with silk cord, 
forming tho latter in a loop at each cor- 
ner, and to tho foundation fasten tho 
supporting molds. If preferred, tho 
foundation may bo covered with a 
crocheted section. 

A combination of colors may be nsed 
in making this cushion, or tho silk may 
bo of a tint which harmonizes with tho 
other decorations of tho dressing stand. 
If preferred, wool, cotton or linen may 
be used in place of silk for tho crochet 
work. 

A Small Novelty. 

Numbered with small belongings 
which women make for their cozy rooms 
is a quaint article to bo used for holding 
linen thread and shoe buttons. The 
foundation is an ordinary clay pipe. Uso 
tho back of the bowl for the face. Orna- 
ment it with hair, eyes, nose and mouth 
of ink, or the whole may bo painted 
black to resemble tho face of a colored 
woman. Fasten the end of tho pipe in a 
box or cushion (anything to keep it up- 
right). Dress the lady in a light print, 
gown. Around her shoulders pin a shawl 
with a needle largo enough for coarse 
linen thread or silk. On her head put a 
poko bonnet. At her side fasten a small 
bag mado from turkey red, holding a 
spool of twist and some boot buttons. 

Complete her costume by tho addition 
of a white apron, on which you have 
written theso words with black ink : 

My nomo is Miss Pipc>r, 
But I'm nut a penwiper. 
Now, if from your shoes 
Your buttons you loso, 
Then just come to mo 
And directly you'll see 
With what great delight 
I'll sew them on tight.

One Way to Stuff Eggs. 

The boiled eggs are cut in halves and 
the yolks scooped out. The yellow is 
then rubbed to a paste ard mixed with 
mustard, vinegar and a very little olive 
oil. The whites are refilled with this 
mixture, which is heaped qui to high 
and are set on a platter garnished witli 
lettuce leaves or parsley. Potted ham 
and tongue that comes put up in small 
tins also make a very nice forcemeat for 
stuffing eggs. After the eggs :tre tilled 
some roll thorn in crumbs and fry a 
light brown, but this is not necessary. 
Theso are nice for picnics. 



Cane Scut Chairs.

BIMETALLISM. 

The British Bimetallic League Preparing an 
Answer to tho Chancellor of 
tho Exchequer. 

London, May :il — Tho Daily News this 
morning has an oditorial on tho roport of Sir 
Julian Pduncefoto, British ambassador to 
the United States, on the condition of hus- 
bandry in Amoricj. Tho Diily News says : 
" Wo aro not inclined to attach much value 
to tho calculations in tho report bieed upon 
tho possible adoption of the silver standard 
in Amorica. The American farmers muob 
bo shrewd enough to seo that an inflation of 
the ourrenoy would arid to tho coBt of living 
no '.ess than to tho priceB for their 
product." Tho report arrives at 
tho discouraging conclusion that tho 
British farmer must probably, in Iho 
future, reckon with tho B^me competition as 
heretofore. In wheat, meat and dairy pro 
duco, if anything, tho competition is likely 
to become severer with the dtcroaso in tho 
cost of production. Tho articlo continuos : 
" The report from the Boston consular dis- 
trict is inclined to blame our farmora for tho 
competition in dairy produce and fruit, 
which has dovoloped from the Now Eng- 
land States, alleging a lack of education and 
enterprise at home as the cause oi its dev- 
elopment." 

Thero 1b rejoicing at tho headquarters of 
the bimetalliats over tho news cabled that 
tho Democrats of Texas and Kansas failed 
to endorse tho propositions for the frco coin- 
age of silver. English bimetalliats are op- 
posed to tho Uoited States aotingin advanco 
of an international ogreoment upon the Bub- 
jeot, and endorse President) Cleveland's posi- 
tion. Tho blmotalllo league is preparing an 
answer to tho jo ition taken up by tho 
Chanoellor of the Exchequer in his reply 
to tho addroeB of tho Gold Standard Pro 
teotion Leeguo. Tho Chancellor, as already 
cabled, stated that he concurred entirely in 
the opinion that tho experlonco of well nigh 
a century has proved that tho presont svb 
torn of currency is Buited to tho wants of 
this groat commercial country and that to 
depart therefrom would ho disastrous to 
the trado and credit of tho United Kingdom.

The Soattle P. -I. of yesterday Baya : 
Will Heilbron's yacht Rainier, whioh waB 
at Victoria during tho celebration, arrived 
home last evening after one of the most 
eventful trips down the Sound ever made by 
a sailboat. The crew had a hard time, and 
oame into port reddened by exposure as if 
they had been on a Bix months' oruise. Tho 
heavy weather kept them on deck a great 
portion of tho trip, and there was no time 
for sleeping or eating or for taking any rest.

The following ao- 
count of the voyago was given last evening 
by ono of the yachtsmen : " Tuesday after- 
noon the Rainier got under way from Vic- 
toria with two reefs, as it was blowing very 
fresh. This was at 2 p.m. We had a fair 
wind up the Straits, taking only four hours 
and ten minutes to Point Wilson. When 
off Point-no-Point at 2 o'olock tho next 
morning it was necessary to reof down 
again, the wind ooming on to blow very 
hard from tho eouthwest. She anchored on 
tho west shore south of Point-no-Point, but 
dragged both anchorB and started for Port 
Ludlow for shelter. Crossing tho entrance 
to Hood's canal tho wind blow 75 miles an 
hour in eejualls. She had four reefs in tho 
mainsail and throe in tho jib, with hands 
stationod at sheets and halyards. As the 
sfiualla would striko hor the top of tho cabin 
would be buried under wator.
